The Grcenbac kcrs are w illing to sell all the 
bon na and subsidize all the railroad*, and do ev­ 
erything claeih at c ia he done with money ob 
latnod on the intermit-bearing notes of the Unit­ 
ed Male#. 
My proposition is, we should lseuc 
f tin*,(Mo.(KH) in non interest hearing bonds to set 
ti the unemployed laboring men upon the public 
laud.” [tireat applause.J 
• 
it ie no wonder thai such words as these 
spoken to au audience 
of two thou­ 
sand persons, 
the 
majority 
of 
whom 
were 
laboring 
men 
brought out “great applause.” It sounds 
well in the ears of a workingman not 
schooled in politics or political economy, 
to talk of “settling" the unemployed labor 
upon the public lands of the United States 
Theoretically, the subject is inspiring to 
men like Butler, but practically, it becomes 
an entirely different thing. Tho Green- 
backers, and the less intelligent oi the 
workingmen, applauded 
Henry 
Carey 
Baird, when he said before the House 
Committee on Banking and Currency, only 
a few weeks ago, that the Government 
should issue twenty-seven hundred mil­ 
lions of greenbacks which should never be 
redeemed ; that they should be scattered 
among the workingmen , and that nom 
mal work should be given so many hun­ 
dred thousand men, an i for this 
labor, 
existing only in name, the Government 
should pay to each man from three to Aye 
dollars per day. It is easy for in nationals 
like Butler and Baird to talk eloquently 
on 
these 
wild 
and 
visionary 
schemes. Butler knows it is utterly impos 
sible for the United States to settle every 
workingman on a I arm ; and Baird knows 
thai it is absolutely impossible for the Go? 
em inent to issue twenty seven hundred 
millions of dollars in irredeemable paper 
without creating a crisis more distressing 
in its effects than any which has ever been 
seen In this country. 
Ga the 13th of June, Mr. Williams, ot this 
district, made a speech in Congress on 
Congressional respouse to laborers’ appeal 
for relief'. Ile reviewed in a very practical 
way the question of transporting the no 
employed labor to the vacant lands of the 
West. In order to see the fallacy of this 
theory, It is only necessary to print some 
of the questions which Mr. Williams asked 
in his speech. 
“How much would it be 
appropriate to settle all the men out of 
employment9 
Who shall disburse it? 
What assurance that the money would not 
be expended and lost, and the laud lelt un 
im proved9 
Would it be sound public 
policy to lorce these men, because tempo­ 
rarily unemployed, out of their natural 
occupation into that for which they have 
no na ita l aptitude* Will you give or loan 
the starving lawyer $ >00 in the unsophis­ 
ticated halief that you can make a good 
farmer out of him after the money is ex­ 
pended ? 
Why not give the mechanic 
$500 to buy tools aud a small stock to 
commence upon as well*’* 
These are some of the questions of a 
practical kind which Mr. Williams pro­ 
pounded in his speech, and which puzzle 
Butler and all others who proclaim from 
the house-top that the Government shall 
make farmers out oi the tramps and the 
unemployed of the country. 
The unem­ 
ployed or the tramps-—those who wander 
over the country begging their bread and 
committing 
crimes, are not the men 
who 
would 
make 
farmers. 
More 
than halt oi the unemployed, are tramps 
from choice. They are tramps, beggars* 
aud criminals because they won’t work. 
They are ln*coming organized in this coun­ 
try as they are in England and other Eu­ 
ropean counties, and prefer to beg be­ 
cause they are too lazy to work even for 
fair wages a time like these. It is of this 
class that Ben Butler would try and make 
farmers of , and it is this class which i^am 
Cary, the apostle of Greenback ism, would 
justify In knocking down a merchant at 
night aud robbing him of his purse. 


I does that when murders like that of Mc- 
Convillc and Mrs. Stevens arc committed, 
the murderers should not be treated with 
so much notoriety, but permitted to walk 
quietly and unostentatiously from the cor­ 
ridor to the gallows.
